tt may be a species of absent- 
minded socialism ora queer 
vatiety of public ownership on 
theloose but a citizen who is 
in all other things, the soul of 
honour, will pocket the favor- 
ite pencil of his best friend 
without a qualm or second 
thought, The idea that lead pen 
cil#are common property is 
préctically universal except in 
stationery stores, An average 
legit pencil may pass swiftly 
through the hands of 15 succes- 
sive owners, 14 of whom acquir 
ed it by right of svigure. There 
is little use probing into this 
state of affuirs since no one 
seeins greatly interested in do- 
ing anything about it, 

About twenty million lead 
pencils a year are used in Can- 
ada. The figure cannotbe vevri- 
fied and according to leading 
penéil buyers and sellers, it 
may be several milliqng out. 
The exact total is vague, un- 


known hyt-enorimays. Uanada's} 


per capita conaumption is high 
which speaks well for our edu- 
cation. ’ 

Itis from Newmarket, Ont., 
to-day, in multitudes of grosses 
and considerable variety that 
peneils bearing the imprint of 
the Dixon Pencil Co, come. 

The Dixon processes illustrate 
onceagain, the great amount 
of industrial effort required for 
efficient production of an appar 
ently simple article of every- 
day use and illustrate also that 
in this field asin a great many 
others, the Canadian product is 
a quality product. 

There is, of course, no lead in 
a lead pencil. The core is gra- 
phite,or more correctly gra- 
phite-clay mixture, The non- 
metallie mineral, also known 
as plumbago und black lead, 
has been described as “anthra- 
cite with a college education” 
but it might also be termed the 
black sheep of the asbestos fam 
ily of which it is a close cry stal- 
line relative, It is, however 
an extremely useful and highly 
respected black sheep. 

For years the existence of 
high grade deposits at Cala- 
bogie, in the Ottawa Valley, 
has been known and the min- 
eral has been mined and mark- 
eted, But despite its purity and 
excellent color the Canadian 
graphite was not used for pen- 
cil making. For this purpose 
the graphite must be powdered 
to the approximate fineness of 
smuke,—that isthe particles of 
graphite dust must be as min- 
ute as the purticles of carbon 
carried away Gin smoke, The 
pulverisation problem was the 
handieap in the utilization of 
this Calabogie graphite. The 
Dixon organization applied the 
process of “impact pulverisa- 
tion’ and since January 1985, 
Canadian graphite has been

| ‘Safeguarding Democracy 


— 


“If our democracy is to survive, the whole voting public must be edu- 
cated, so as to use the rational, scientific mode of approach to all our prob- 
lems, instead of the emotional, superstitious and ‘hunch’ mode of approach.” 

When Dr. Robert Millikin, eminent American physicist and_ scientist, 
made this statement recently in a letter read at a congress of the Ameri- 
can Institute in New York, he said a great deal in a few words, and while, 
no doubt, he had social and economic problems as they exist in the United 
States in mind nevertheless the philosophy contained in his words is equally) 
sound and applicable when considered in the light of the problems and con- 
ditions which confront the people of this country. 


For no matter what problems exist, and without any limitation of their 
geographic or ethnologic application, it is axiomatic that they cannot be 
solved satisfactorily unless the ray of clear reason and logic is focussed 
upon them rather than a diffused floodlight of passion and emotion, In 
other words, it is only after the problems which cry aloud for solution 
have been placed under the microscope and subjected to scientific analysis 
to determine what they are made of, that: it 
effective cure. 


is possible to prescribe an 


If, on the other hand, people allow their emotions to run away with 
sober reflection and sound judgment, no matter how laudable those emotions 
may be, no matter how fine even the impelling motives, it is a sine qua non, 
that the conclusion reached will nine times out of ten be wrong and the! 
goal to be achieved further removed and subsequently more difficult to 
attain. For misdirected effort surely leads to more complicated and most 
undesirable consequences. | 

In their turn undesirable consequences can do nothing but promote un- 
rest, dissatisfaction and despair, and when these moods have been induced 
people are apt to turn to anything that offers in the hope of finding relief, 
even to the extent of surrendering liberties which have been bought at} 
great cost. 

All this, no doubt, Dr. Millikin had back of his mind when he wrote his | 
dictum that the existence of democracy is threatened for the peoples who | 
fail to apply science and reason to the solution of their problems. | 

This does not by any means contradict the assertion that sentiment | 
and emotion have their part in determining the destinies of individuals and 
nations. Indeed, not only have they a part to play, but without these forces 
the world would be a sorry sphere, but they require as a governor, rational 
thinking and logical decisions, so that they may be directed along right 
and useful channels. 

Once rationalism has pointed the way to the solution of the problems 
which vex the soul, then is the time to call into play the finer emotions of 
burning zeal and enthusiasm to enkindle others, and it is a safe assump- |! 
tion that causes lighted from the beacon of incontrovertible fact and en- 
trenched wisdom are those which will ultimately prevail in the minds and 
hearts of the multitude. 

The people of Western Canada have at times been accused of being too 
easily swayed by popular and ephemeral concepts and of swinging to ex- 
tremes. If there is any truth to the accusation, it is equally true that they! 
are not more prone to do so than the peoples of other lands. For proof, it | 
is only necessary to take note of what is happening in other countries, 

Moreover, if at times, the citizens of this country, display an occa- 
sional tendency to soar to impractical heights, as they do in other coun- | 
tries it is noticeable that free ventilation and discussion eventually slows | 
down the pendulum to a point where questions can be considered ration- | 
ally, a tribute to the value of free thought and free speech, rightly re-| 
garded as the bulwarks of democracy. | 

And in this connection it is interesting to note that Dr. Millikin also 
stated that he regarded the newspapers as ‘‘on the whole the most effective | 
adult educational influence in this country,”’ coupling this with his comment | 
on the necessity of resorting to reason if democracy is to survive. 

This statement needs very little amplification, for it is universally | 
recognized that the newspapers of this country devote a great deal of space | 
to the publication of discussions by authorities and others on important | 
social and economic problems and also to announcements of discoveries of | 
value to mankind generally.

Puzzle For Scientiéts 


Vegetation Again Seen On Volcanic 
Island In Indian Ocean 

Scientists are puzzled over the 
return of vegetable, animal, and in- 
sect life to Krakatoa Island, a bar- 
ren lava stretch for many years fol- 
lowing a volcanic eruption, Dr. Dia- 
mond Jenness, anthropologist of the 
Dominion museum, Ottawa, said at 
Victoria, B.C., on his return from a 
far eastern voyage. 

Krakatoa’s eruption occurred near 
the end of the last’ century and the 
island left above the Indian ocean 
was a smoking waste. The top was

Man Who Trapped Spies 


War Is Dead 

A man who was one of the master- 
minds behind Britain’s anti-spy sys- 
tem during the War has died, carry- 
ing with him many of his secrets. 

He was Hugh Clelland Hoy, pri- 
vate secretary to Sir Reginald Hall, 
director of Naval Intelligence in the 
most fateful days of 1914-1918. He 
died in Charing Cross Hospital, Lon- 
| don, from gangrene induced by a form 
of hardening’ of the arteries from 
which he had suffered for about two 
years. He was 59. 

Working in 40 O.B., a room in the 
old Admiralty building whose exist- 
ence was unknown to the outside 
world, Mr. Hoy and his colleagues 
gathered into their fingers all the 
webs of intrigue and espionage which 
Germany had spun across Britain 
gathered them and. snapped them, 
one by one. 

Not until years after the War was 
the veil partly lifted from that sec- 
ret room. In the book ‘40 -0.B.”, 
published in 1932, Mr. Hoy told for 
the first time some of the story of 
those days and nights of intrigue 
and counter-intrigue. But in this 
work he ‘wrote: “I have been obliged 
to omit many startling and exciting 
matters. I have had to remem- 
ber—and also to forget.’’-—-Overseas 
Daily Mail.

and mix the graphite and the re

‘been added, use tons of smooth 
séa pebbles todo a thorough 
job. After a protracted session 
in the mills, the mixture is 
pumped to hydrolic compresses 
where much of the water is 
squeezed out. The clayed gra- 
phite, after first being broken 
up again, is fed through hyd- 
rolic press after hydrolic press 
and at last forced, under enor- 
mous pressure, through dies set 
either with diamonds or sap- 
phires, 

It curls out of the die like 
black spaghetti, a thousand 
feet in a coil and at this stage 
while plastic, ithas a rubbery 
toughness and is not easily bro- 
ken. After being cut in lengths 
aud straightened, the leads are 
dried and shrunk, then kiln- 
baked in sealed crucibles where 
the temperature rises slowly to 
1900 degrees, A wax bath adds 
the final touch to make a _per- 
fect, smooth writing lead. 

Actually, lead pencils are 
made in sextettes, not singly. 
Carefully-selected slats of sea- 
soned, straight-grained cedar, 
each the width of six pencils, 
are planed and grooved in 
pairs. The leads are slipped in- 
to the grooves by hand and the 
companion slat glued over 
them. The blocks of unshaped 
pencils are cut up by a shaper 
after which each pencil has to 
pass an examination. If it is im 
perfect, that is the ond of it. 

The approved pencils are sand 

papered and brushed by ma- 
chine, ready for tinishing, The 
latter is no simple paint job. 
The procedure is known as 
gasket-dipping and special lae- 
quers are used for the purpose. 
Each pencil receives from four 
to eight coatsin rapid succes- 
sion, the finish being, in effect, 
poured on and wiped smooth 
each time. With the special 
lacquers developed for the pur- 
pose, it takes only a short time 
for each coat to dry. After lac- 
quering, the individual pencils 
are stamped with electrically 
heated dies. If they are to be 
tipped, brass caps are added by 
machine and plugs of abrasive 
rubber inserted. 
Rigid standards, of course, 
govern the writing quality of 
each grade of pencil,—C-1-L
